1. Applicant's arguments, see pg. 4-6, filed 1/23/2008, with respect to claims 1 1 and 14 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Fujimori '978 
appears to suggest n masks engaged on n base plates, while the claims require a plurality of 
masks engaged on a single base plate. Thus, neither Fujimori nor the prior art of record 
reasonably teaches or suggests adjusting the relative position between the base plate and each of 
the deposition masks in combination with the other limitations of the claim.
